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Summary 

World  cocoa  bean  production  for  1974-75  is  estimated 
at  1,469,800  metric  tons,  compared  with  the  revised 
1973-74  outturn  of  1,458,500.  Although  African  pro- 
duction is  still  anticipated  to  be  above  that  of  1973-74, 
estimates  for  Ghana,  Nigeria,  Cameroon,  and  Togo  have 
been  lowered  slightly  from  earlier  levels,  owing  to  the 
disappointing  post-Christmas  harvest. 

However,  favorable  growing  conditions  have  resulted 
in  an  upward  revision  in  estimates  for  Brazil  and 
Ecuador,  although  the  harvests  are  still  expected  to  be 
below  a  year  earlier.  Revised  data  for  the  Dominican  Re- 
public now  indicate  that  the  1974-75  crop  will  approxi- 
mate only  32,000  tons,  compared  with  the  1973-74  out- 
turn of  35,000. 

The  world  cocoa  supply-demand  position  for  1975  in- 
dicates a  moderate  stock  buildup,  following  2  consecu- 
tive years  of  inventory  reductions.  World  cocoa  bean 
grindings  in  1975  are  forecast  to  be  below  the  1974  level 
of  1 .45  million  tons,  reflecting  high  price  levels  for  both 
cocoa  and  sugar,  as  well  as  adverse  economic  conditions 
in  most  major  consuming  countries. 

In  addition,  rising  food  costs  and  inflationary  condi- 
tions are  leaving  consumers  with  less  money  to  spend  on 
"luxury"  items  such  as  cocoa  and  chocolate  products, 
and  manufacturers  are  increasing  their  use  of  cocoa  but- 
ter extenders  and  substitutes,  which  will  also  have  a 
negative  impact  on  grindings. 

Cocoa  bean  prices  were  at  record  levels  in  1974.  New 
York  spot  Accra  prices  averaged  98.3  cents  per  pound, 
up  nearly  53  percent  over  the  1973  average  of  64.4  cents. 
New  York  spot  Bahia  averaged  88.1  cents  per  pound, 
compared  with  the  1973  average  of  61.1  cents.  January 
1975  Accra  prices  averaged  86.1  cents  and  Bahia  81 


cents.  Prices  in  February  continued  firm,  averaging  87.2 
cents  for  Accra  and  79.9  cents  for  Bahia. 

Although  the  volume  of  U.S.  imports  of  cocoa  beans 
and  cocoa  and  chocolate  products  declined  in  1974,  rec- 
ord high  prices  pushed  the  value  to  an  alltime  high  of 
$469  million,  up  50  percent  over  the  previous  record  of 
$312  million  in  1973. 

Major  Producers 

Africa 

African  production  for  1974-75  has  been  revised 
downward  to  998,800  tons,  reflecting  a  sharp  drop  in 
post-Christmas  harvesting.  However,  African  production 
is  still  forecast  to  be  larger  than  the  rather  small  1973-74 
outturn  of  954,800  tons. 

GHANA.  Ghana's  1974-75  main  crop  is  now  ex- 
pected to  range  between  365,000  and  370,000  metric 
tons,  indicating  that  the  total  1974-75  harvest  will  likely 
approximate  385,000  tons.  The  Government  has  recently 
created  a  Ministry  of  Cocoa  Affairs  in  an  effort  to  stem 
the  decline  in  production  that  Ghana  has  experienced  in 
recent  years. 

The  Government  is  planning  to  implement  a  new  cocoa 
replanting  program  for  the  Ashanti  Region  in  June  1975. 
A  soil  survey  has  recently  been  completed  for  the  Bek- 
wai,  Adausi,  Mampong,  Juaso,  Effiduase,  Kumawu,  and 
Atwima-Hevediem  areas.  A  special  scheme  is  being 
planned  that  will  enable  farmers  to  form  a  cooperative 
under  the  leadership  of  tribal  chiefs  in  order  to  qualify 
for  loans.  The  entire  Ashanti  replanting  program  is  esti- 
mated to  cost  40  million  cedis  (US$34.7  million),  which 
will  involve  loans  from  the  World  Bank. 

The  Ghana  Cocoa  Marketing  Board  has  announced  that 
bonus  payments  to  cocoa  farmers  for  the  1973-74  season 


totaled  1  million  cedis  (USS870,000),  compared  with 
bonuses  of  1.17  million  cedis  (US$1.02  million)  paid  in 

1972-  73.  During  1974,  the  Board  financed  the  construc- 
tion of  78  miles  of  access  roads  in  the  cocoa  areas  to 
facilitate  the  movement  of  the  harvest  to  buying  centers 
and  to  ports  for  export.  An  increase  in  border  patrols  this 
season  is  expected  to  reduce  the  movement  of  contraband 
cocoa  to  the  Ivory  Coast  and  Togo. 

NIGERIA.  Nigeria  production  is  now  expected  to 
reach  only  215,000  tons,  down  slightly  from  the  1973-74 
crop  of  218,000.  Provisional  cocoa  bean  export  data  for 
the  January-August  1974  period  indicates  that  shipments 
were  168,170  metric  tons.  Major  recipients  of  the  ex- 
ports were  the  USSR  69,476  tons,  West  Germany 
22,272,  the  United  States  18,052,  Poland  14,452,  the 
United  Kingdom  1  1,735,  and  the  Netherlands  8,188. 

IVORY  COAST.  Harvesting  of  the  1974-75  crop  con- 
tinues to  progress  at  a  satisfactory  rate  and  production 
will  likely  approximate  215,000  tons,  up  about  5  percent 
from  the  1973-74  outturn  of  205,600.  The  outlook  for 
continued  expansion  in  production  remains  encouraging. 
Currently  the  Ivory  Coast  has  an  estimated  346  acres  of 
cocoa  seed  gardens  and  farmers  are  being  encouraged  to 
obtain  material  for  plantings  from  among  the  new  vari- 
eties being  tested  at  these  Government  agricultural  re- 
search stations.  The  Government  has  initiated  a  policy  to 
encourage  increased  plantings  by  means  of  a  grant  of 
30,000  CFAF  (US$139)  per  farmer  for  each  additional 
hectare  put  into  cocoa  cultivation.  Since  new  areas  are 
being  planted  to  cocoa  and  young  high-yielding  trees  are 
increasing  in  productivity,  production  is  expected  to 
show  good  increases  in  the  coming  years. 

CAMEROON.  Reflecting  prolonged  rains  that  have 
increased  pod-rot  losses,  production  estimates  have  been 
revised  downward  to  110,000  tons,  about  unchanged 
from  the  1973-74  outturn  of  109,900. 

South  America 

South  American  production  has  been  revised  upward 
to  329,100  tons,  reflecting  improved  crop  prospects  for 
Brazil  and  Ecuador.  However,  output  is  still  expected  to 
fall  short  of  the  bumper  1973-74  harvest  of  363,600 
tons. 

BRAZIL.  Brazilian  production  is  forecast  at  215,000 
tons,  up  from  early-season  forecasts,  but  still  below  the 
record  1973-74  output  of  245,500.  The  outlook  for  the 
1975  Bahia  temporao  harvest  continues  to  improve  and 
the  crop  is  forecast  to  approximate  1.7  to  1.9  million 
bags  (102,000  to  1 14,000  tons). 

Four  new  cocoa  processing  plants  are  under  construc- 
tion near  Ilheus,  Bahia,  which  together  with  the  three 
factories  currently  in  production  in  Salvador,  will 
enable  the  local  industrialization  of  approximately  one- 
half  of  Brazil's  cocoa  bean  harvest. 

ECUADOR.  Revised  data  now  places  Ecuador's 

1973-  74  crop  at  72,000  tons,  and  the  1974-75  harvest  is 


forecast  to  reach  65,000.  Preliminary  export  statistics 
indicate  that  1974  shipments  of  cocoa  beans  amounted 
to  67.000  tons,  more  than  double  1973  exports  of 
30,003  tons. 

North  America 

Reflecting  prospects  of  a  disappointing  harvest  in  the 
Dominican  Republic,  North  American  production  is 
forecast  at  85,700  tons,  down  slightly  from  the  1973-74 
outturn  of  88,500. 

DOMINICAN  REPUBLIC.  Production  in  the 
Dominican  Republic  is  now  expected  to  reach  only 
32,000  tons,  compared  with  the  revised  1973-74  crop  of 
35,000.  The  Cocoa  Rehabilitation  Program  suffered  a 
setback  during  1974  when  the  nurseries  were  found  to  be 
infected  with  witches'  broom  disease  and  the  seedlings 
had  to  be  destroyed.  This  prevented  the  replanting  of 
6,400  acres,  as  scheduled  for  the  first  phase  of  the  pro- 
gram. However,  farmers  have  rehabilitated  approxi- 
mately 3,200  acres  during  1974  on  their  own  initiative. 
About  2  million  new  seedlings  are  expected  to  be  availa- 
ble to  farmers  by  1976. 

Major  Importers 

UNITED  STATES.  U.S.  cocoa  bean  grindings  during 
the  fourth  quarter  of  1974  totaled  only  106.9  million 
pounds,  off  nearly  28  percent  from  the  corresponding 
1973  period  when  grindings  were  147.9  million.  Total 
U.S.  grindings  for  the  year  were  505.2  million  pounds 
(229,157  metric  tons),  representing  a  decline  of  18  per- 
cent from  the  1973  grind  of  615.3  million  pounds 
(279,098  tons). 

U.S.  imports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1974  totaled 
224,620  metric  tons,  off  1 1  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 
However,  because  of  higher  prices,  the  value  of  the  1974 
imports  totaled  $316.4  million,  representing  an  increase 
of  49  percent  over  1973  cocoa  bean  imports  valued  at 
$212  million. 

Imports  of  unsweetened  cocoa  cake/powder,  confec- 
tioners coatings,  and  sweetened  chocolate  also  were  low- 
er. However,  imports  of  unsweetened  chocolate  and 
sweetened  cocoa  rose  sharply.  Imports  of  cocoa  butter, 
candy,  and  other  confectionery  containing  cocoa  and 
chocolate  were  slightly  higher. 


Europe 

West  German  cocoa  bean  grindings  amounted  to 
138,174  metric  tons  in  1974,  down  9.3  percent  from 
1973  grindings  of  152,365.  The  Netherlands  grind  to- 
taled 1 14,910  tons,  off  6.3  percent  from  1973  grindings 
of  122,590.  The  U.K.  grind  in  1974  was  93,066  tons,  off 
13  percent  from  the  106,985  tons  for  1973.  The  French 
grind  totaled  only  37,445  tons,  down  nearly  21  percent 
from  the  1973  grind  of  47,255. 
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Total  world  grindings  in  1974  were  estimated  at  about 
1.45  million  tons,  off  5  percent  from  the  1973  level  of 
1.53  million.  Grindings  in  1975  are  forecast  to  decline  to 


about  1.4  million  tons,  indicating  a  world  stock  buildup 
in  excess  of  50,000  tons,  following  2  consecutive  years 
of  inventory  reductions.
